Other Railways on Mainland 
Hampered by Slides and 
Washouts 



VANCOUVER, Nov. 29— The C. P. R. 
main line from Vancouver to Lytton is 
tied up by slides and washouts. Traf- 
tie of all kinds is at a standstill. East 
of -.Lytton the line la open right 
through the mountains, and a train 
service is being rendered east from 
Lytton to Montreal; For the time be- 
ing Vancouver, as far as rail connec- 
tion la concerned, is isolated from tho 
rest .if Canada. It a hoped by the 
C. P. It officials that a'<me of ti.e many 
obstructions on the line may be re- 
moved tonight. 

There ,ut slides and small washouts 
along she C. P. K. all the way from 
Barnet to Lytton, the trouble being 
caused by the unprecedentedly heavy 
rains which started on Saturday noun 
arid continued for over 24 hours. Some 
of the largest slides took place at 
Barnet, China Bar, Spuzzum, Kcofer's 
and Lytton. Over 1,000 men are at 
work along the line between Vancouver 
and Lytton endeavoring to repair the 
breaks made by the washouts and clear 
the track of obstructions brought down 
by the slides. livery available man in 
the service of the company is employed 
at this work, but owing «o the. heavy 
rains which were still falling at many 
places in the interior today progress 
was comparatively slow. As fast us 
repair gangs shovelled earth into the 
washed out li lis. the running water 
carried it out again. 

It is reported that considerable snow 
lias fallen In the Selkirks and, Rockies, 
but the C. IV R. sustained no '-damage 
in that section".- 

All westbound passenger mall and 
express traffic is being held at Lytton 
■till the line is cleared to the coast. 
No. 97, due In Vancouver at 12.20 
o'clock Sunday, is lying at Lvtton, as 
is also No. 1, due from Montreal in 
Vancouver at midnight Sunday night. 
No. 97, due in Vancouver at 12.20 
o'clock today, Is now returning til 
Montreal, passengers for the coast hav- 
ing been transferred to two trains duu 
in Vancouver yesterday. As fast as- 
westbound trains reach Lytton they 
will be turned back In order that a 
train service may be furnished east of 
that point. 

Express No. 2 which left Vancouver 
at 7 o'clock \ yesterday morning, got 
as far as Barnet before it encountered 
the first mud-slide. It was pulled up 
close to the obstruction, and while 
there a slide came down to the west, 
completely shutting the train in. The 
western slide was removed late Sun- 
day night, and the train returned to 
Vancouver, reaching the city at mid- 
n.'glit. 

Express No. 90, scheduled to have 
left for Montreal at 3.15 o'clock Sun- 
day afternoon, was cancelled, as was 
also express No. 2, scheduled to de- 
part this morning. 

All over the city basements were 
flooded, in many Instances this condi- 
tion being due to water backing up 
through the drains, the sewers being 
unable to handle the torrents which 
emptied Into them. 

Royal City Suffers 

NEW WESTMINSTER, Nov. 29.— 
The present rainstorm lias proved to 
be the most severe experienced In this 
district for over 25 years, the rainfall 
being nearly seven inches for the past 
48 hours. A3 a result considerable 
damage has been done in all parts of 
the district. 

The railways have suffered most, 
the Great Northern particularly meet- 
ing with considerable trouble, for In 
addition to the awful wreck near Sap- 
perton caused by a washed out cul- 
vert, both the Cloverdale and the new 
Blaine cutoff lines were blocked with 
slides. The Cloverdale line, however, 
is now clear and the trains are com- 
ing in from Seattle over the old route. 

The electric car service was also af- 
fected for some time by tho rails be- 
ing covered up with mud and sand 
washed down the hills, but service 
has now been resumed on nil lines.

DISASTER CAUSED 

BY HEAVY RAINS 



Scene of Wreck on Great 
Northern Near New 
Westminster 



VANCOUVER, Nov. 29.— Another 
frightful railway tragedy occurred on 
Sunday monlng In the interurban dis- 
trict. A Great Norhtern worktrain, on 
which were 41 persons, including train 
crew, went through a washed-out cul- 
vert. Twenty-two of tho Japanese la- 
borers aboard the tram were either 
killed outright or died within a few 
minutes. Tho white man most seri- 
ously hurt was George \V. Kemp, a 
commercial traveller, whose right loot 
was so badly crushed that it was am- 
putated at the Vancouver General hos- 
pital this morning. 

Engineer Beattiger was bruised and 
crush od about the hips, but is resting 
well at tile Royal Columbian hospital 
at Westminster, and will be out in a 
week. Fireman Purely was injured al- 
most not at all, tin' conductor and 
timekeeper, who were in the caboose 
tit the rear of the train, were also al- 
together uninjured. 

The accident occurred about a mile 
west of the city limits of New West- 
minster. 'I'he train consisted of an 
engine and tender, immediately fol- 
lowing which was a box car, in which 
wore, ;IG Japanese; then three flat cars, 
and finally a caboose. The train left 
Vancouver just after six o'clock, and 
was sliding easily down the grade be- 
tween Burnaby Lake and tlio curve at 
the distillery, when it went through tho 
culvert. The latter carries under the 
track a little brook known as KIlby 
creek, which empties Into the Brunette 
rlvor a quarter of a mile below. The 
crossing of the North road, which con- 
nects Westminster and Barnet, is 
about half a mile from the scene of 
the accident. 

Washed Out By Rain. 

Covering tho culvert was a "fill" of 
grey sand about 20 feet In depth. Tho 



fill formed the track bed for n distance 
of five or six hundred yards, and was 
succeeded, towards Westminster, by a 
cut from which the sand had been 
taken to make the "fill" Just describ- 
ed. Saturday night's rain threw KIlby 
creek entirely out of its bounds. Slabs 
of wood and bouldes were carried down 
the hill against the entrance of the cul- 
vert, which speedily became blocked. 
A small lake must have formed on the 
upper side of the "1111" which acted as 
a dam. Before the train came along 
the water had seeped through above 
the culvert, and then carried away a 
large part of the earth intervening be- 
tween tho culvert and the tracks above 

With the rails still holding, and 
probably several feet of caked sand 
underneath, the locomotive all but 
succeeded in crossing the culvert safe- 
ly. The front trucks of the locomotive 
reached the further side when the ten- 
dor went down, sliding hack into the 
hole. Following the tender came the 
red box-car in which were the Japan- 
ese. It plunged headlong into the. hole 
in such a manner that half of It still 
stood in the air above the level of the 
tracks. Then came the front flat cur, 
Which cut the box car exactly In half, 
as if the cleavage had been done with 
a sharp knife. In the fraction of a 
second in which this was accomplished 
probably half of the ill-fated Japan- 
ese lost their lives. The other two Hat 
cars piled partly on top of the hole, 
with their trucks still partly on the 
tracks. The caboose, in which were 
Ellis, the conductor, a timekeeper, and 
a brakeman, never left the tracks at 
tho west end of the cut. 

White Men All Escape 

When they felt the locomotive set- 
tle back and start to fall, the engin- 
eer and fireman jumped. How they 
escaped being killed is a mystery, 
for a great quantity of wreckage now 
covers the cab and the tender is lying 
hard against the rear of the engine. 
Purdy, the fireman, leaped toward 
the left and had hardly a scratch. The 
engineer was not very seriously hurt. 
Young Kemp, the commercial travel- 
ler, was travelling in the locomotive, 
being on his way to Cloverdale or. a 
hunting expedition. His injuries have 
already been described. 

When they felt tho crash the three 
men In the caboose ran forward to 
the rescue. The conductor and brake- 
man assisted the engineer and Mr. 
Kemp as well as the Japanese they 
could reach, while tho timekeeper ran 
back along tho road to the home of 
the nearest settlor. He was Freeman 
Hunting, who tells the following story 
of what he found when he reached the 
wreck: 

"Early In the morning I heard a 
heavy train go rumbling by. I had 
just dozed off to sleep when I was 
iwakened by the noise of someone 
shouting outside. I Jumped out of 
bod, and on reaching the outer door 
of my house heard a man at tho. gate, 
by which I have accesB to the Great 
Northern track, shouting frantically 
for a Iunfern. He climbed over and 
came In whilst I obtained tho lantern, 
and then told me that n train had 
been ditched about a mile down tho 
line, and that 50 men were burled In 
the debrlB. Having got the lantern he

Basis of Agreement on Long 
Standing Legal Tangle 
Has Been Reached 



With the city and tho Victoria 
Terminal Railway <fc Ferry Company 
arrived at an amicable arrangement 
concerning the litigation which has 
been in progress arising out of the 
agreement entered into some years 
ago when the company built Into the 
city, and gave a service by rail and 
ferry with the mainland, it is now, 
doubtless up to the owners on Blanch- 
ard street, where the company pro- 
poses to establish new terminals, to 
take the action they have threatened, 
get out an injunction against the 
company to prevent it from locating 
Its terminals at that spot. 

After several months negotiation, 
during which the arrangements have 
had to be referred to St. Paul, Minn., 
where the head otllces of the Great 
Northern are located, for acceptance 
by the high officials of that company, 
the matter lias now arrived at tho 
point where the settlement can be 
incribed as a Judgment of the court 
here, (and a decree Issued in tho ease 
in line with the out-of-court settle- 
ment. 

At last night's meeting of the city 
council a communication from W. J. 
Taylor, city barrister, outlining the 
points which have been agreed upon, 
was submitted and tho city solicitor 
was Instructed to prepare the neces- 
sary by-law ratifying the arrange- 
ment, after tho decroe of the court 
has been duly recorded. 

The Arrangoment 

Tho terms of the arrangement ar- 
rived at between tho city and the 
company, shortly stated and reported 
upon by the barrister as giving the 
city practically everything it has con- 
tended for, is as follows: 

The Company Will 

1. Remove from the market build- 
ing and take up the rails on Fisguurrt 
street, leaving the portion of the 
street where the rails were laid in the 
same condition as the balance of the 
street; 

2. Erect a suitable station at tho 
corner of Flsguard and Blanchard 
streets; 

3. Dedicate a street In the rear of 
Its station. 

4. Remove its present line of track 
on Blanchard street to the westward 
and lay two tracks instead of one'.

To 1111 tho vacancies created by tho 
elevation of the two judges, F. B. 
Gregory, of Victoria, and Denis Mur- 
phy, of Ashcroft, arc appointed to tho 
Supreme Court bench. 

The appointments were made in ac- 
cordance with the act passed in 1907 
by the British Columbia legislature, 
and invoked by the provincial execu- 
tive last August. The court sits al- 
ternately in Vancouvera nd Victoria; 
in the former place in April and No- 
vember, and in this city in, January 
and June. The first session of tho 
court will be held here on January 4th. 

The Supreme Court will now consist 
of Chief Justice Hunter, Mr. Justice 
Morrison, Mr. Justice Clement, Mr. Jus- 
tice Gregory, and Mr. Justice Murphy, 
Chief Justice Hunter retains the title) 
of Chief Justice of British Columbia, 
while he holds office, after which tho 
chief justice of the Appelate division, 
assumes the title.

Two 
years later he came to British Colum- 
bia and in ISS.'i entered a legal part- 
nership with D, M. Eberts, K.C., when 
the latter was created deputy attor- 
ney general, succeeding the lute county 
court lodge, Ell Harrison. From De- 
cember, IS'OO, until 1897, Mr. Justice 
Irving practised law in partnership 
with K V. Bud well, K. C, and Mr. 
Duff, who became subsequently the 
lion. Mr. Justice Duff of the Supremo 
Court of Canada, in the latter year 
Mr, Irving was created a. judge of the 
Supreme Court of British 'Columbia, 
which post he has filled with unvary- 
ing success up to the- time or his new- 
est appointment. 

In 1889 Mr. Justice Irving was ap- 
pointed a special commissioner to set- 
tle mining disputes in the Atlln 'Min- 
ing district. So successful was ho on 
that occasion that the government of 
the day made an acknowledgment of 
Ids services in the speech from the 
throne. In a recent Issue of the Bad- 
minton Magazine there appeared an 
article entitled "A Trip to the Disputed 
Territory," in which the following 
paragraph appears. The judge refer- 
red to Is /Mr. Justice Irving, who In 
lii'J'J was appointed by tliu , Semlln 



onnected with the Canadian Militia 
retiring In ISLI", when he had attained 
the rank of senior major. 

In 1SS3 Mr. Irving married Miss 
Diana Mainley. daughter of the late 
lion. Wymond Ham ley, who as an ap- 
pointee of Lord Lytton. was the lirst 
collector of customs at the port of 
Victoria. 

'Mr. Justice lrving's recreations In- 
clude cricketing, riding, driving, yaclit- 
i_ Ing, motoring and golf. He is a mem- 
ber of the Union Club, Victoria, and 
of the Vancouver Club, and the Jericho 
Country Club in the Terminal City. 



Mr. Justice Gregory. 

Mr. Justice F. B. Gregory, of 
the Supreme Court, who, it Is 
appointed from his residence at 321 
Belleville street, was born in Freder- 
icton, 'New Brunswick, in ISO-'. Mo is 
tlio son of Judge Gregory, of the su- 
preme court of New Brunswick, flow 
retired, and was educated at the Col- 
legiate school Frederlcton, and Har- 
vard University, where ho graduated 
In 188-1. 

Ho studied at the Collegiate school 
at Frederlcton under Dr. George R. 
Parkin, the noted Imperial Federation- 
nlist, now a trustee of the Rhodes 
scholarships. After graduating from 
Harvard, Judge Gregory returned to 
the New Brunswick capital, and be- 
gan the practise of law. He was call- 
ed to the bar the same year in which 
he graduated, and until 1S1H) continued 
to graduate in the eastern city. 

He came to Victoria in 1S90, and on 
arlval found there was a law under 
which a lawyer making his residence 
here could not, ho admitted to practise 
until after a year's residence. Ho saw 
the members of tile legislature, and 
after the matter was laid before them 
the law was amended, and in 1SB0 lie 
was admitted to the bar in Victoria, 
soon after going into partnership with 
A. L. Belyea. Afterward he went into 
partnership with Thornton Fell, under 
the firm name of Fell and Gregory, 
which continued until his appointment 
to the bench of the supreme court. 

Mr. Justice Gregory had much to do 
With the cases with the United States 
government arising out of the seizures 
of Victoria sealing schooners In Ber- 
ing Sea by the United States revenue 
cutters. Me went to Alaska to collect 
evidence In these cases, more especi- 
ally with regard to that of the schoon- 
er W. P. Sayward and made two jour- 
neys to Sitka In tiiis connection. Me 
employed a number of clerks there, 
and copied the court records at Sitka, 
with which he went to Washington, in 
connection with the trial of the sealing 
cases. During his career at the bar in 
British Columbia, Mr. Justice Gregory 
has been briefed in many important 
cases, both civil and criminal. 

During his residence in Victoria he 
lias taken greut interest in military 
matters, and is well known as a former 
officer commanding of the Fifth Regi- 
ment C. G. A. He retired from the 
regiment about six pears ago, with the 
rank of . Lieutenant -Colonel. 

Mr, Justice Murphy 

Denis Murphy who has been appoint- 
ed to the Supreme Court, wus born 
Juno 211, 1S70, at Lac la Ha die; the 3011 of 
Denis Murphy. Me was educated at Ot- 
tawa University, from which he gradu- 
ated with the decree of B. A. He was 
elected to the provincial legislature in 
1!>00, and the same year he married 
■MISS -Miuid Cameron of Cornwall, Ont. 
A Liberal in politics, he has a wide 
reputation as a witty speaker.

cemetery, for the sum of $52,000. At 
the forthcoming civic election a bylaw 
will be submitted to raise the above 
sum for the purchase of the land from 
Messrs. Pemberton & Sons, from whom 
the offer of the' property was received 
about two months ago. The property 
la composed of lots 1 to 7 inclusive, in 
section 17, Fairfield Estate, and the 
price asked is regarded by the vendors 
and the members of the council as a 
fair one. 

The decision to ask the ratepayers 
to vote the necessary money was ar- 
rived at at last night's meeting of the 
council, when a report of the cemetery 
committee advocating the purchase and 
pointing out the necessity of securing 
additional land for cemetery purposes 
was adopted. The report pointed out 
that if the property Is not secured now 
It will cost a considerable larger 
amount later. The present cemetery 
space is rapidly being taken up and In 
a very few years the plots will all be 
occupied. Tlie matter will he further 
considered at Friday night's meeting 
of the streets, bridges and sewers 
committee. 

Appeals for Lights 
That the electric light committee of 
the council has not shown proper re- 
gard tor the needs of the residents in 
the vicinity of Topaz and Prior streets 
in respect to the allotment of street 
lights was the claim advanced by Al- 
dermen Hunibor and Bishop when the 
report of the committee setting forth 
the locations selected for new light's 
was under consideration. Alderman 
Bishop asked that at least two lights 
be placed in that locality, while Alder- 
man Humber went him two better and 
called for four. 

Alderman Mable, chairman of the 
committee, pointed out that the loca- 
tions decided upon, had been carefully 
considered, that there arc sections 
which have been ignored for a much 
longer time than has the Topaz-Prior 
streets section, and also that there ore 
still some nineteen more lights yet to 
he placed and the suggestions of Alder- 
men Bishop and Humber would be 
considered when these other lights 
came to be located. 

Then Aldermen Turner and, Ross 
had in mind spots at which lights 
should be locnted, but they expressed 
their willingness to discuss the mat- 
ter in committee. Alderman number's 
suggestion as well as that of Alderman 
Bishop's was ignored by the rest of 
the council, but not until the former 
had Insisted on the names being re- 
corded on the vote to adopt the report 
and lie took a final fling by cautioning 
the others to "wait until you fellows 
come out for mayor." 

Where Lights Go 
The report of the committee was as 
follows: 

1. That electric lights be installed at 
the following points, viz: Lewis street 
and vicinity; Montreal and Slmcoe 
streets; Dallas road, near Bushby 
street; Hulton street, south of Oak Bay 
avenue; Hulton street, near Columbia 
church; Hulton street, near Cadboro 
Bay road; St. Charles street, south of 
Rockland avenue; Stndacona avenue;

Want Early Start 

When the regular motions to pave 
Douglas street "by a class of pavement 
satisfactory to the city engineer as tile 
property owners have left the choice 
of material to liis discretion" came up 
for consideration the city solicitor 
stated that he hail received a request 
from one of the property owners urging 
that as the owners are very anxious 
that the work should be rushed tb.e 
usual course of advertising the work 

for the fifteen days should not lie fol- 
lowed but that an agreement tie secured 
from each owner Interested consenting 
to tlie work and an immediate start 
could thus he made. 

Alderman Stewart objected on the 
ground that until February the weather 
would not lie .settled enough and he in- 
stanced Government street, between 
Herald street and Discovery street, 
where work on a pavement has com- 
menced, as a sample of the drawbacks to 
be encountered In, undertaking such 
works in the rainy season. He de- 
clared the roadway on Government 
street to tie in a disgraceful condition 
and traffic suspended while work has 
been greatly delayed by the rain and 
the same tiling would probably occur on 
Douglas street. 

Mayor Hall also pointed out that it 
would be impossible to Immediately se- 
cure an agreement from every owner 
as would lie necessary. Some of tho 
I owners are organizations which would 
j have to meet and officially signify their 
' willingness that the usual regulations 
In regard to local Improvement works 
should, in this instance, be set aside. 
To regularly advertise fur the fifteen 
days would undoubtedly be. the shorter 
method.

What He Meant 
Apropos of paving a communication 
from Herbert Hayens, representative of 
the Hassam Paving company, was (lied 
without being read, Alderman Turner 
declaring that he objected t<> wasting 
the time of the council In hearing 
agents for paving companies when the 
council had decided that all such mat- 
ters should lie referred to tile city engi- 
neer, ills suggestion was accept- 
ed, and the letter tiled. [tut what 
Mr. Hay, as desired to communi- 
cate to the council was not anything 
in regard to the merits of the 
pavement represented by him but in- 
stead, consisted of a complaint to the 
effect that by reason of certain untrue 
anil misleading reports which have ap- 
peared in the press of the proceedings 
before a recent meeting of the streets, 
bridges and sewers committee, dis- 
credit had been thrown not only on 
himself but nlso on his company. lie 
averred that tho report published in the 
press to the effect that be had stated 
that his company had already entered 
into a contract with the Vancouver city 
council to pave one of the principal 
streets of that city with Hassam, was 
not correct. What he did say, he 
claims, Is t lint the property owners on 
Georgia street, Vancouver, had signed 
a petition for Hassnm pavement and 
that the company expected to have the 
contract awarded to it In tho early 
spring. Mr. Hayens also takes excep- 
tion to another newspaper report which, 
be claims, stated that the ussistnnt City 
engineer and Alderman Humber bad 
stated that the Hassam pavement was 
not protected by patent as far as the 
city of Victoria is cencerned. Mr.

Would Retain Lights 
That the city would be making a 
mistake should it amend the Vehicles 
Bylaw as proposed by making It un- 
necessary for trucks and heavy 
wagons to carry lights at night, was 
the opinion of A. T. Coward, local 
manager of the 11. C. Electric Com- 
pany, who wrote to the effect that 
while the company does not wish in 
any way to work against the wishes 
of teamsters in this respect yet if 
heavy wagons are allowed to proceed 
after dark without any light whatever 
the possibility of accident through 
collision between cars and these 
wagons is very largely Increased. On 
very dark nights, under certain cir- 
cumstances, it would be next to im- 
possible for the men in charge of the 
cats to see a wagon standing on the 
track, if the same were not. lighted, 
In. time to avoid accident. It had 
been suggested that the regulations 
now in force here are not in force in 
Seattle, and other largo cities, but the 
reason for this, Mr. Goward believed, 
is the fact that hi those cities the 
streets are very much better lighted 
than they are here, owing to the 
greater amount of light used for ad- 
vertislni purposes.

THE NEW JUDGES 

The appointments to the Court, of 
Appeal have been imade and the va- 
cancies thereby created upon the Su- 
preme Court bench have been filled. 
We congratulate the several appointees 
and hope that they will be happy in 
their new positions. We expect much 
from Chief Justice Macdonald. While 
the name of a legal gentleman, much 
more prominent In the profession than 
he, has been mentioned in connection 
with tho position and while his ap- 
pointment would have secured to the 
Appellate Court one of the ablest and 
most experienced lawyers in Canada, 
we accord to Chief Justice iMacdonald, 
as we have always accorded to him, 
the possession of an Intellect specially 
adapted for judicial position. He has 
the great advantage of youth on Ills 
aide, for although he is old enough to 
bo of ripe judgment, and he Is young 
enough to grow in knowledge and 
usefulness. The elevation of Messrs. 
Justices Irving and Martin to the 
higher court secures for that tribunal 
the presence of gentlemen who have 
had great experience In the class of 
work with which they will have to 
deal. IMr. Justice GaJilher has yet to 
demonstrate his fitness for judicial of- 
fice, but he is of unquestioned ability 
and wo have no doubt that he will 
show himself to be a capable judge. 
The appointment of Mr. Justice Greg- 
ory ha« been looked upon as a foregone 
conclusion. His large experience and 
conspicuous fairness ought to combine 
to make him an excellent judge. It is 
worthy of mention that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler has had the rather exceptional 
experience In his case of having ap- 
pointed to a judgeship the son of one, 
whom he had already appointed to a 
similar position. While Mr. Justice 
Murphy has not been very much be- 
fore the public in his legal capacity, 
he has always had the respect and con- 
fidence of those witli whom lie came 
into contact, who recognized his abil- 
ity and sound common sense.

Ladysmlth? Of course, if tho delay will 
only be for a day or two, it would hard- 
ly bo worth while to try. this service, 
but If tho interruption is likely to be 
prolonged, the company might see Its 
way clear to act upon tho above sug- 
gestion.

THE SONGHEES RESERVE 

Mr. R. L. Drury writes us a letter, 
which we print this morning, making 
a suggestion for the settlement of tho 
Songheen Reserve question. Substan- 
tially what Mr. Drury proposes is that 
the provincial government ■ shall ad- 
vance the money necessary to buy the 
Indians out. He is hopeful that, if a 
definite cash offer is made to the 
members of the tribe they will ac- 
cept, and he says that the Minister of 
the Interior has expressed his willing- 
ness to assist a-scttlomont along these 
lines. If this proposition Is not ac- 
cepted. Mr. Drury suggests that the 
Indians shall be enfranchised and 'the 
Reserve made subject to taxation. He 
seems to think that they would accept 
a reasonable cash payment rather 
than have the other course resorted 
to. 

Mr. Drury does not discuss the ulti- 
mate disposition of the Reserve, but 
we suppose that if the provincial gov- 
ernment buys the Indians out, the 
Dominion government would make no 
claim to any of the proceeds that 
might be derived from the ultimate 
sale of the land; but we agree with 
our correspondent that this aspect of 
the ease need not be discussed at pre- 
sent. 

The suggestion advanced Is not 
wholly new, and we do not understand 
Mr. Drury to claim that it is. .Some 
years ago the .Songhees were consult- 
ed on a proposal somewhat similar to 
this, and they were not unfavorable 
to it, although it cannot be said that 
they gave their assent to it. We ven- 
ture to suggest to the provincial gov- 
ernment that they might very well 
look into the proposal and see if it 
can be carried into effect. The growth 
of Victoria seems assured beyond all 
question, and the Reserve is needed 
now more than ever before. We are 
glad to see Mr. Drury approach this 
question in the spirit shown in his 
letter, and shall welcome any rurther 
suggestion from him in regard to 
matters pertaining to the progress of 
Victoria. 



THE WORLD'S VIEW 

Our b'ood friend,, the Vancouver 
World, Is considerate enough to "bow 
to tho wdll of the people." That's a 
mighty good thing to do when tho 
people speak out after the manner In 
which they did last Thursday, and we 
must admit that our contemporary 
sees the humor of Its own statement.

SIGNIFICANT STATEMENT 

Perhaps the most significant, state- 
ment that has been made in connection 
wdth the discussion of the Budget Is 
that of Lord Chancellor Loreburn, 
made in the House of Lords on the de- 
bate on the second reading of that 
measure. In the course of Ids speech 
lie read the following: 

"It is my opinion that it is impossi- 
ble that any new Liberal government 
can ever again hear the heavy burden 
of office unless it is secured against a 
repetition of treatment such as our 
measures have had to undergo for the 
last four years." 

This has been Interpreted to mean 
that no Liberal will ever again accept 
the office of Prime Minister unless he 
lias the promise of the Sovereign that 
he will be allowed to appoint as many 
peers as may be necessary to over- 
come opposition In the Lords to fin- 
ancial measures. People whose preju- 
dices lead them to form hasty views, 
or who are not willing to examine the 
situation as It really exists, may not 
appreciate the importance of such a 
statement coming from such a source. 
There Is too much of a disposition on 
the part of man} persons to discredit 
the motives of .Mr. Asqulth anil his 
colleagues, and to represent them as 
hostile to the established order of 
things. But it must not be forgotten 
that there is more than one "estab- 
lished orih r" in the United Kingdom. 
Events may show that the men, who 
seek to meet the wishes of ;hat order, 
which is landless, and which is en- 
gaged In a daily struggle for life, may 
be rendering the. state the greatest 
service. Tlie London Daily Telegraph, 
which Is perhaps the most pronounced 
opponent of tho Liberal ministry, has 
been printing a series of pictures, 
showing parts of London by night. 
They tell their own storey, and it Is 
one that speaks more eloquently than 
words. It is all very well to talk of 
the submerged classes; but we venture 
to say that if an analysis could be

It occurred a few moments 
after President Falllerea left the Hotel 
Bristol, nearby, where he was calling 
on King Manuel of Portugal. As four 
shots rang out people in the streets 
first thought thnt an attempt had 
been made against the life of the presi- 
dent or the King of Portugal. Hun- 
dreds ran in the direction of the shots 
nnd several officers sprang upon Gen. 
Verand'a assailant, who proved to be 
an Algerian. He was overpowered 
With difficulty and was found to be a 
walking arsenal of revolvers and dag- 
gers. Gen. Verand received bullets in 
tlie neck and forehead and his condi- 
tions Is considered serious.

RECORD RAINFALL 




Precipitation of Nearly 5 Inches 
in 48 Hours— Weather- 
Conditions Brighter 



Victoria during the forty-tight hours, 
beginning at noon Saturday and end- 
ing at noon yesterday was visited by 
one of tile heaviest, if not the heaviest 
rainfall which lias been experienced 
since statistics were first kept here by 
the local meteorological office. The 
rainfall for the forty-eight hours 
amounted to 4.97 inches, or an average 
of nearly 2% inches for each day. The 
precipitation from noon Saturday until 
noon Sunday was 2.23 inches, and from 
noun Sunday until noon yesterday 2.7-1 
Inches. 

During the last twenty ycar3 the 
average rainfall in Victoria for the 
month of November amounted to 4.21 
inches. The total rainfall for the pres- 
ent month already amounts to 12.03 
inches. Thus the rainfall for the pres- 
ent month, owing largely to the heavy 
precipitation during the week end la 
7.82 Incites, over the average for the 
same month in the last twenty years. 
The rainfall during the present month 
Is only slightly less than the total 
figures for the first ten months of the 
year, the statistics being as follows: 
January to October (inclusive) 12.71, 
November (up to noon yesterday), L2.03. 

For some days past there have been 
very cold winds blowing from the 
north. On November 25th Prince 
Rupert reported an inch of snow and 
live degrees of frost. At the same time 
the thermometer showed at 11 below- 
zero In Atlln, and 44 degrees below in 
the Yukon. During the 24th to the 
26th Inst., the centre of the storm area, 
which spread slightly over the Interior 
of the province, hovered to the south- 
ward of Prince Rupert, causing an in- 
draught of cold northerly winds. At 
the same time the barometric pressure 
was increasing from California to the 
prairie provinces causing a heavy 
southerly gale, chiefly on the coast. 
The cause of the excessive rainfall 
was due to the great changes of tem- 
perature in the surface air and in that 
at a comparatively short distance 
above, due doubtless to an overlapping 
of the Intense cold prevalent in north- 
ern latitudes. 

The rainfall covered an area which

Vancouver Island southwards to north- 
ern California, and eastwards over the 
lower mainland and the Sound districts. 
In Cariboo considerable snow has fal- 
len, while for several days past zero 
temperatures have been reported from 
Barkerville, 

The prevalent winds during the rain- 
storm have been southeasterly and 
southerly. as far north as the centre of 
the storm area. Northerly from that 
point the wind blew from the north- 
east. The area affected from the wind 
point of view extended from Skagway 
to Northern California. The centre of 
the conflicting winds was at some 
point over the Queen Charlotte Islands. 

Over the area the wind velocity 
varied. Estovan at r> a.m. on Saturday 
reported a velocity of 70 miles, blowing 
from the southeast, During the night 
of the 26th Tatoosh reported a south- 
west gale with a velocity of -IS miles. 
Both yesterday and Sunday the vio- 
lence of the wind prostrated the wires 
from the weather stations of the United 
States, so that no reports of the wind 
velocity there are available. 

Shortly after noon yesterday the 
storm area commenced to shift in- 
wards travelling towards the prairie 
provinces. The wind veered to the 
southwest early in the afternoon, and 
unless another storm area is travelling 
shorownrda from the central Pacific 
Ocean there are indications of a con- 
siderable improvement In weather con- 
ditions.

Development League Handles 
Nearly 5,000 Inquiries Dur- 
ing Past Six Months 



Seventy Men Now Engaged by 
B, C, Electric Company 
at Jordan River 



Work is btelng rushed on the clearing 
of the siie of tin- new power plant of 
the B. C. Eleclria company at Jordan 
river. 10. E OarpOuleC consulting en- 
glneor of ihe company! under whose di- 
rection the installation of the plant will 
I.e. undertaken', left yesterday morning 
for there and will inspect the pi-ogress 
of the work. It was reported that ow- 
ing to the very heavy rainfall during 
the past ten days work had ceased at 
the site of the plant hut A. T. Go ward 
stated last evening that so far as he 
knew such was not the ease. The na- 
ture of the work now underway would 
not he greatly interfered with by the 
rains though some few- days delay may 
result. Mr. Coward attempted yester- 
day afternoon to «-t la touch with the 
workmen by telephone hut the line was 
down. 

The plans and specifications for the 
electrical and oilier mechanical appa- 
ratus have been prepared and forwarded 
to the leading manufacturers in this 
country as well as England and the 
United States. This machinery will 
cost up Into the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. The machinery w ill be ready 
in amplo time for Installation when the 
preliminary work of erecting the power- 
house, etc.. is completed. 

At present there are seventy men en- 
gaged in operations of clearing the 
site of the powerhouse, pipe line, trans- 
mission line and other necessary work 
of this nature. Just as soon as the 
bunkhouses can be erected and accom- 
modation afforded for more men a much 
larger gang will be put to work. Two 
donkey engines will he shipped Into the 
site as soon as finer weather is hail, to 
be used in clearing operations. 



During the, six months that the Van- 
couver Island Development league has 
been in harness close upon 5,000 in- 
quiries have been received from vari- 
ous parts of the world, till of which 
have been answered. The volume of 
letters from those seeking Information 
is growing daily, yesterday no fewer 
than fifty-six reaching the offices. The 
methods of dealing with these inquiries 
are manifold. In some instances the 
Inquirers merely ask for books and 
pamphlets dealing with the Island gen- 
erally. In other cases some particular 
district la singled out, and informa- 
tion regarding Its possibilities from 
different standpoints is sought. Where 
Inquiries such as the latter are re- 
ceived they are forwarded to tile aux- 
iliary leagues In the districts mention- 
ed. An answer is also sent from the 
head office, and by these conjoined 
means the prospective, residents are 
given thorough Information on every 
matter which they desire to know. 

Other Instances occur where Inquir- 
ers wish to purchase real estate either 
in or near Victoria, the demand being 
particularly lor fruit acreages. When 
these are received an epitome of the 
information desired is forwarded tp 
the local real estate agents, and the 
letters are also answered by the secre- 
tary of the development league, who 
points out, according to the informa- 
tion at hand, tie- best districts, and 
those which are within access of a 
market. 

From Men With Means 
A feature of the Inquiry during the 
past month is that men possessing 
small capital are anxious to come in. 
A plethora of Inquiries from men pos- 
sessing anywhere from $2fi,ooo to $;i,ooo 
have been received recently. These 
are the people that the league Is anx- 
ious to attract, and the different ad- 
vertisements which have been placed 
have been designed with the idea of 
influencing such capital to come to 
the island. 

There has been no abatement in the 
efforts of the league and its various 
auxiliary branches since the Inception 
of the organization. That its efforts 
are meeting with as great success as 
could be hoped for is the opinion of 
I the executive members. The publica- 
tion of the book dealing with the re- 
sources of the different districts 
I throughout the Island* the manuscript 
I of which Is now in the hands of the 
provincial government, will it Is esti- 
mated lend a considerable fillip to the 
work. According to the present out- 
look there seems no limit to the scope 
of usefulness which the league can 
fulfil In attracting the right kind of 
residents to the Island.

The condition of these people few as 
they were, appealed to the pity of the 
young Englishman, lie began holding 
religious services and treating the sick. 
Hi. collected money and built hospitals. 
He has enlisted the sympathy of Lord 
fttrath'cona as well as other benevo- 
lent Canadians, and now there are 
schools and hospitals, and means of 
transportation and libraries, with doe- 
tors and nurses and teachers at tlx? ser- 
vice of the people. Among other bene- 
fits owed to Dr. Grenfell is the import- 
ation of three hundred Lapland rein- 
deer. Now, at the age of forty-six, the 
active and devoted missionary is about 
to make a home of Ills own in the 
country he may be said to have made, 
lie has married a graduate of Vassal' 
College, Miss Annie E. McCIanahan. 
This young lady lias been engaged in 
trying to better the condition of the 
p«>or i;i Chicago, and in this way will 
have sympathy with the work of her 
husband. She goes with him t . > St. 
Anthony, the headquarters of the mis- 
sion. If In the future Labrador is in- 
habited by a hardy population, as 
countries in Europe, almost, if not 
quite, as Inhospitable are mow, will not 
the name of Wilfred Grenfell be re- 
garded with veneration Whether his 
work shall prove permanent or tjie 
country be finally abandoned this 
man has kept In our own time ihe 
spirit of the missionaries of the first 
century, combined with the heroism of 
the old Vikings.

West Coast Steamer Ran Into 
Heavy Gale When Off Cape 
Beale on Saturday 



RAN FOR SHELTER 

TO BANFIELD CREEK 

Drifting Lumber Between Cape 
Beale and Pachena Indicates 
Lost Deckload 



AVith the starboard side of her 
bridge broken, the rail carried away, 
and telegraph torn loose, the result of 
tho pounding of a heavy sea which 
broke over the bow of the vessel when 
she ,vas rounding Cape Bealo home- 
bound, the steamer Tees, Capt. Gillam, 
of the C. P. It., reached port yesterday 
morning from Quatsino and way ports 
of the west coast of Vancouver island 
with sixty passengers and a fair cargo. 
The steamer encountered the heavy 
gale of Saturday night when leaving 
Bonfield and after rounding out into 
the open ocean the weather proved so 
boisterous that Capt. Gillam decided 
to put the vessel about, and she ran 
before the wind back to the shelter of 
Bantield creek, where she lay off the 
cable station until the weather mod- 
erated. 

Between Cape Beale and Pachena a 
large amount of floating lumber was 
seen, mostly pieces two by four Inches, 
seemingly part of the deckload washed 
from some lumber carrier. Snow- 
storms and cold weather was exper- 
ienced further to the westward. The 
rivers in San Juan district were in 
Hood owing to the heavy rains, and 
San Juan harbor was filled with logs 
and trees (brought down by the flooded 
rivers.

During the coining month a new 
steamship service Is to be Inaugurated 
between West Coast ports, according to 
advices brought north by the Norwe- 
gian steamer Hornelen, now at Taco- 
ma discharging her ore cargo. The 
line is to be known as the Peruvian 
Steamship company and early next 
month Its two new steamers will begin 
to ply between Callao and Valparaiso 
on the south and between Callao and 
Panama on the north. 

These vessels were built in England 
and are of high speed. They are the. 
Ucayall and the Hualliaga, and wero 
especially constructed for service in 
Southern Pacific Coast conditions. The 
distance between Callao and Panama 
will, it Is stated, be accomplished in 
less than five days, thus greatly re- 
ducing the time between New York and 
Callao. 

Accommodations are provided on 
each steamer for more than 100 first- 
class passengers, and for an equal 
number of second-class, as well as for 
a considerable steerage. 

Peruvian capital exclusively his made 
the line possible, and the government 
of that republic has come forward with 
an annual subsidy of $150,000. The 
company owns an extensive floatng 
dock at Caflao bay and has placed in 
France an order for four more steam- 
ers In anticipation of a rapidly lncreas- I 
Ing business along the South American 
Pacific Coast from port to port.

The steamer Oanfa, which is to leave 
the outer wharf tomorrow for Liver- 
pool .by way of the usual ports of call 
in the far east, will carry about six 
hundred Chinese steerage passengers. 
They are homing Celestials going to 
spend the Chinese New Year holidays 
n the villages of South China; All 
lay yesterday the Chinese staff of tho 
tustoms service was busy registering 
the Intending passengers, who are 
iven the privilege of returning within 
ix months without paying tho head 
tax of .$500, which newcomers have to 
pay. These Chinese pay one dollar for 
registration, and records are kept of 
them complete even to a record of the 
scars or other marks on them. The 
homeward movement began two 
months ago and will continue probably 
for two months more and the return 
movement will begin about February 
next. 

Tho bulk of tho Chinese travel Is 
now being handled by the Blue Fun- 
] nel line. The C. P. It. steamers still 
carry hundreds, but 'most of theso arc 
travellers brought for some distance. 
Tho bulk of the coast Chinese travel 
by the Blue Funnel steamers. They 
are given tho full run of theso big 
freighters and there is no restriction 
on their baggage. Those who came toy 
the Bellerophon which reached port on 
Saturday had a strange assortment of 
baggage, bringing everything from 
crates of Chinese ducks to baskets of 
bananas and boxes of vegetables 
brought all tho way from their south 
China villages. 

Boycott Lifted 

The steamer Kaga Maru, of the Nip- 
pon Yusen Kalsha, which is duo here 
on December 9th, is bringing two 
Chinese among her passengers accord- 
ing to advices cabled to E. R. Stephen, 
local agent of the line. The presence 
of the Chinese on board Indicates that 
the boycott which has ibeen in prog- 
ress for over eighteen months against 
Japanese steamers by the Chinese, has 
been lifted. The last three steamers 
have brought small numbers of Chi- 
nese and It Is expected that tho Jap- 
aneso steamers will soon carry their 
share of Chinese passengers as of 
yore. The Kaga .Maru is bringing six 
passengers and 373 tons ,of general 
merchandise for discharge at the outer 
wharf.

The new 
vessel probably will ply on the Aus- 
tralian run, although she may find a 
place on the Puget Sound-Manila 
route. She is a vessel of 405 feet 
length, of 52 feet beam, of 28 feet depth 
and has a cargo capacity of 8000 tons. 

Will Nct'lnterfore 

Whether a Canadian or an American 
boat carries the United States mail Is 
not a matter of concern to the post- 
office authorities at Seattle, us long as 
the contract Is carried out and the ser- 
vice satisfactorily performed, says 
the Seattle Times, The steamers 
Princesses Charlotte and Victoria re- 
cently undertook to carry the mall be- 
tween Seattle and Victoria, B. C, for 
the Iroquois, an American -owned boat, 
and will fill the unexpired term. Su- 
perintendent F, W, Valile, of tho thir- 
teenth postal division at Seattle, nald 
Saturday morning that the new opera- 
tors were doing the work satisfactorily, 
unci would bo allowed to continue. 



Tho steamer Monltorta, the freighter 
with corrugated sides, built after a 
new design, has been proven a buc- 
cess. The steamer, which was the first 
vessel built with corrugations in the 
hull to the designs of the Monitor 
Shipping Corporation, has completed 
two voyages. After completing h 
first trip to tho Baltic and home, she 
loaded :i cargo of coals for -Naples, and 
from thence proceeded to La Goulette, 
in Tunis, to load a cargo of Iron ore 
for Rotterdam. The captain reports 
that tho vessel met with a succession 
of heavy gales and high cross seas, but 
she behaved splendidly. There was no 
jerk or throwing motion, and no pick- 
ing the seas up on one side and throw- 
ing them out on the other, as is usual 
with ore-laden ships. Of course, the 
vessel took water on board, but no 
heavy seas; and the captain ascribes 
this to the corrugations, as in the rolls 
there was a backwash which extended 
from 15 to 20 feet from tho .ship's sides, 
which broke the force of the waves be- 
fore they reached the vessel. Speed 
was well maintained, taking Into tic- 
count the force of the wind and heavy 
sea. When mounting the sens the ship 
Is reported to havo been more like u 
buoyant lifeboat than a heavily-laden 
vessel, and In plunging she very seldom 
put her bows tinder, except when 
caught by a short topping wave.

BY HEAVY STORM 

City of Nanaimo Will Bo Filled With 
Passengers Owing to Railroad

The steamer City of Nanaimo did 
not roach port until yesterday morn- 
ing, a day late", owing to the storm 
which raged in the gulf.

RECORD DOWNPOUR 

CAUSES DAMAGE

of the engineroom at the Empress ho- 
tel and a grocery store at the corner 
of Yates and Vancouver street, whero 
several hundred dollars worth of dam- 
age was done. Some of tho downtown 
premises were also flooded not by rea- 
son of lack of dralnago but because tho 
rush of water was altogether too great 
for the capacity of the drains. 

Lowlands Flooded 

Outlying sections of the city pre- 
sented in spots a composite picture of 
Venice and a lake resort. Cottages 
completely cut off from streets by wat- 
er to a depth of several feet, the occu- 
pants forced to either talto a boat or 
wade, or, as was done in the majority 
of cases, put up with friends until the 
flood subsided, gave a uew feature to Vic- 
toria life. In the meantime the small 
boy had the time of his life and hardly 
a flooded section hut bore its small fleet 
of rafts propelled by the urchins. 

Out Douglas street in the hollow 
through which runs Speed, Francis and 
Alpha streets, a veritable lake about 
.TOO yards in length and nearly ns wide, 
covered the ground to a depth of sev- 
eral feet. Right In the centre are sev- 
eral cottages and barns, all cut off. 
Yesterday morning the water ran over 
Douglas street at this point and com- 
pletely covered the street railway tracks 
but the work of a gang of city work- 
men In opening up the surface drajn. 
Cleared Douglas street and sensibly re- 
duced the Hood on the low-lying land 
but it may be days before the water is 
drained off. Hesldents in that faction 
are complaining bitterly, claiming that 
the new surface drain recently laid was 
not supplied with proper outlets and 
the drain proved practically useless. 
Threats of damage suits against the 
city wore yesterday freely made by 
some of the residents who declare they 
have lost heavily. 

Residences Cut Off 

Out Hillside avenue in the vicinity 
of Seventh street more trouble of a 
similar nature was occasioned by the 
rains, and water to a depth of nearly 
seven feet was experienced. On View 
street four large houses were Hooded, 
and the occupants wore forced to 
erect temporary entrances to the 
front door. On Edmonton road and in 
other sections the same thing occur- 
red. In many Instances the water, 
unable to find entrance to drains be- 
cause of blocked gratings and drain 
entrances, flowed like small rivers 
down the roadways to the nearest 
hollow, where it rapidly gained in 
depth. In the May street district, 
where the big surface drain was re- 
cently constructed, the whole section 
of the low lying 'land, Is under water 
and in another locality where a real 



estate company lias a large sign board 
advertising desirable lots for sale, 
some wag had added a .sign, "boats 
for hire." On Sunday, It is stated, 
some individual ferried people across 
from the Burnslde road to Douglas 
street in a small boat. The brick 
yard section now possesses some 
large lakes, which were not hereto- 
fore on the map, and in fact in almost 
all portions of the city the severity 
of the downpour Is abundantly in 
evidence. 

Water Main Surfers 

On Sunday afternoon the water 
main crossing the filled in ravine at 
the first bridge on Gorge road, 011 
which the city lias been working for 
the past few months in depositing 
filling, burst owing to tiie pressure 
consequent on the sort earth subsid- 
ing and pressing on the main A 
large amount of earth was washed 
away, and the neighboring section 
Hooded before the water was cut off. 
As a result the road, which has 
hitherto been in a disgraceful statu, 
will now be completely closed to traf- 
fic until temporary repairs can be 
made. 

The backing up of water In the 
drains Hooded the basement of the 
Jubilee hospital on Sunday, putting 
out the fires In the furnaces. The 
Deluge was requisitioned, and after 
several hours' pumping emptied the 
basement, but yesterday afternoon the 
water had again put out the fires, and 
another call for the firemen had to be 
sent in. At the Splco mill on Pem- 
broke street the water filled the cel- 
lar to a depth of live feet, and over- 
flowed into the back promises, dam- 
aging a quantity of spices and goods 
to a considerable amount. Tin: Em- 
press hotel engine room also required 
the services of the brigade, sufficient I 
drainage being lacking owing to the 
lowness of the basement. Other down- 
town business places reported water 
in basements, but nothing serious. 

Increased Water Supply 

While the humidity did not at all 
please the greater portion of the 
population there is at least one good 
feature. The supply of drinking- 
water for the coming year appears to 
be pretty wejl assured. Krom Satur- 
day at midnight until yesterday morn- 
ing the water in Elk lake rose 12 1-2 
inches, a record since 1896, while the 
total increase since the first 01' the 
month has been about sixteen inches. 
But this does nut fully show the in- 
crease in the water supply, as the 
drainage from the surrounding water- 
shed Will materially add to the depth 
of water In the lake. Water Com- 
missioner RaymUr stated last even- 
ing that at present the surface of the 
water at the lake Is about six inches 
higher than It was at this date a year 
ago. Tho city has raised the shores 
of the lake three feet six Inches, and 
accordingly the lake will he able to 



hold a much larger How from the sur- 
rounding watershed. 

E. & N. Tied Up 

Tho E. & X. Railway system is com- 
pletely out of business consequent on 
the heavy downpour. Washouts along 
the lino have been numerous, some 
serious while others less so. Bridges 
and culverts have been carried away 
by the force of the rushing waters and 
the service is at a standstill. At 
Koksilah and Ladysmith the washouts 
are most serious, the latter being over 
three hundred feet in length while at 
Shawnlgan lake tho track Is under 
four feet of' water for a distance of 
over half a mile. 

Immediate!) the news of the trouble- 
was received here a large force >f 
workmen under the direction of As- 
sistant Superintendent Goodfellow was 
desptched long the line to remedy the 
breaks and advices received last night 
by Superintendent II. E. Boasley Indi- 
cated that good progress Is being made. 
The break at the Silica Brick company 
plant has been filled' in and the track 
repaired and the break at Waugh 
Creek will be repaired today. 

Mr. Beasley stated that at Koksilah 
tho river was In flood and had washed 
over its banks while more serious 
damage had been done near Ladysmith 
where a trestle 300 feet long and sixty 
feet high was washed away. At Has- 
lam Creek the bridge has been washed 
away and at other points trestles and 
roadbed went with the flood. Just what 
tho amount of damage will be .Mr. 
Beasley could not say, but lie stated 
that no effort would be spared to put 
the road Into shape for traffic and he 
expected that in about three days time 
passenger traffic will be resumed 
though it will be necessary to make 
two or three transfers. 

Temporary Service 

This interruption to truffle will be a 
serious matter for local business men. 
but the company, to handle its traf- 
fic in the meantime, will utilize the 
City of Nanalmo, which will still this 
morning from this city on her regular 
triji for east coast points as far as 
Comox. Tomorrow the Charmer will 
be put on the run. Mr. Beasley stated 
last evening that arrangements to this 
end had been made. Freight for Vic- 
toria will be shipped from Nanalmo to 
Vancouver and brought over on the 
Princess Victoria. 

Rumor had It yesterday that the high 
trestle at Niagara Caynon had been 
washed away, but Mr. Beasley stated 
that while at first there was douot as 
to its stability an examination of the 
bridge showed that it Is all right. On 
Sunday the upbound train which left 
here at 9 a.m. was stalled thi? side of 
Ladysmith, nnd passengers on the 
down train had to alight at Colwood 
a ml were transferred to the city in 
automobiles and carriages.

SEEK CHANGE IN 
TERMS OF TRUST 



Waterfront Lands Granted to 
City Cannot Be Used for 
Purpose Intended 



Convinced thai, the city has more or 
less- of a white elephant on its hands 
should the terms of. the trust created 
years ago by the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, by which the company gave to 
the city certain waterfront lots along 
Belleville street "for esplanade" pur- 
poses, be maintained, an application 
will be made by the city to the pro- 
vincial legislature seeking permission 
to so dispose of the property or other- 
wise deal with It as to make it an as- 
set and a. benefit to the city. At pres- 
ent, It Is claimed, the. property la 
practically useless. 

The property, which lies west of 
Raymond's wharf and extends from 
Belleville street to the water's edge, 
comprises lots 649a, 650a, r>(j,1a, 564a, 
567a, 5ti8a and 5.69a. But the property 
is not in one block but is cut up by 
Intervening lots owned by other 
parties. Consequently the property 
cannot be devoted to the purpose In- 
tended under the trust. The city feels 
that 1C It is given authority to deal 
with the land In some other manner 
such as selling it or leasing it tor 
business purposes it would be of some 
real benefit. It is to secure this right 
that the application will be made to 
the legislature. 

At present valuation the lots are 
stated to be worth somewhere In the 
neighborhood of. $75,000. In addition 
to the application to the legislature 
the city will also apply to the Do- 
minion government In the usual way 
for a grant of the foreshore rights to 
these and the Intervening lots. 

At last night's meeting of the coun- 
cil tho above step was decided upon 
and the city solllctor Instructed to 
take the necessary steps to carry out 
the desire of the council. 




D, Mann's Statement 
Regard to Work on Can- 
adian Northern 



TORONTO, Nov. 29— In tho course 
of an Interview D. D. Mann, of .Mac- 
kenzie & Mann, stated that it was his 
intention to go West just as soon aa 
the British Columbia government waa 
In a position to confer with him, 
which he thought would be some time 
in January, following the holidays. 
There is certain necessary legislation 
that the McBride government must 
assent to. When these mutters have 
been arranged, Mr. Mann, said the 
Canadian Northern would be ready to 
proceed with construction work. Mr. 
Mann stated that the company had 
five or six parties out at present 
locating the routes, which was a very 
Important branch of the work of a 
new railway. 



BIRD LIFE FOUND ON 

VANCOUVER ISLAND 

H. F. Pullen Gives Illustrated Paper 
Before Nattiral History 
Society 

An Interesting paper on "The Bird 
Life of Vancouver Island," was read 
by H. P. Pullen at the. fortnightly 
meeting of the Natural History so- 
ciety held in the Carnegie library last 
night. Mr. Pullen showed some seven- 
ty slides illustrative of the nests of 
birds, and birds in the process of be- 
ing reared, all the photos having been 
taken In the vicinity of the city. 

In Introducing Ills subject he said 
there were 212 varieties of birds on 
Vancouver Inland. A good number of 
these varieties were of a migratory 
character. The usefulness of bird life 
was dealt With in an instructive man- 
ner. Some were scavengers, some In- 
sect caters, a few destroyers of ver- 
min, wlille none of the varieties found 
on the island were entirely harmful. 
He alluded to tho Tact that a groat 
many hundreds of robins bad been 
shot during the past summer because 
they had been found feeding on the 
strawberries growing In or near the 
city, 

Some thirty-five people were present 
at the meeting at which Napier 
Denison, the president of the society, 
was In the chair. 



HOLDING BACK 



Sunday Closing Case Unsettled and 
Dealers Have Not Paid 
License Fees 

Will tho city .secure a revenue in tho 
way of license fees from the forty 
dealers who. by reason of tho defeat 
the amended Sunday closing bylaw, in 
the first round of the legal light In the 
courts have so far neglected to settle 
for the last half of tho present year. 
The case has been appealed by tho city 
to a higher court but that ourt will 
not probably sit until sometime in Jan- 
uary when the present license term 
will have expired.

the old amount and take a receipt and 
a settlement could be arrived at after 
tho case was decided. 

Alderman Henderson stated thai all 
trade licenses, except those affected by 
the Sunday closing bylaws, are being 
paid and tho amount Involved In the 
others was small. 



howling fiercely through the trees, the 
rain was pelting its hardest, and tho 
flood water in the nearby creeks and 
the Bruh»ttO river were thundering 
and roaring as they rushed wildly 
along. 

Horrible Scene 

"When I reached tho scene of the 
accident I found my visitor, who was, 
I believe, the timekeeper travelling on 
the train, with tho lantern, trying ta 
get across the creek, along which the 
swirling torrent rushed tlefuely. I 
joined him and together we tried to 
get over. Wo succeeded in getting 
across on the west side by fording 
the crook, and then joined two other 
of the train men who were unhurt, 
1 think these were tho conductor and 
brakeman. The day was just com- 
mencing to break and by the light of 
the lantern wo saw embedded in the 
sand, mud and water on the creek a 
wholo heap of splintered timbers and 
debris Imprisoning a mass of crippled, 
dead and dying humanity. It was a 
sight I never wisli to witness again. 
Around were one or two Japs who were 
among tho least hurt and bad been 
already extricated, doing their best to 
succor and cheer one another, but the 
major portion of the poor fellows were 
held fast In the gruesome heap lying 
at the bottnmof the ravine. Their 
groans were heartrending. It soon be- 
came evident that we few could do lit- 
tle good toward the work of rescue 
Without some help and accordingly I 
hurried off to arouse some of the peo- 
ple living round about the North road 
crossing, which is some quarter of a 
mile from tho wreck. Mr. Dunkey, 
Messrs. Henderson, and some others, 
numbering half a dozen or so, answer- 
ed promptly to the call, and we were 
soon able to rescue all thos C . who were 
alive. 

Ground Still Caving Away 

Through the long rain of yesterday 
afternoon and last night, small sec- 
tions of earth caved in at both sides 
of the locomotive so that It was fear- 
ed that the ponderous machine would 
slide over to the left of the right-of- 
way. Police olllcers took charge of 
the situation early in the day and 
regulated the actions of hundreds of 
visitors who braved the rain and in- 
spected the scene of the accident. 

Before dark yesterday 14 bodies 
were recovered and laid out on the 
sandbank at the south side of the 
tracks. Most of the Japanese had 
been dressed in "slokers" and rubber 
boots and these were carefully pulled 
over their faces and bodies. JThe cov- 
ered head of one man was found, but 
his body Is probably still amongst the 
wreckage. Three bodies, which could 
be seen, were still held firmly in tho 
debris. They cannot be removed un- 
til a wrecking train has been se- 
cured; and the Great Northern Is 
having so much trouble between Bol- 
lingham and Everett that a wrecking 
outfit may not be obtainable for a 
couple of days.
